LINCOLN, Feti. 20 —~(Epedial. )~Hreferen-
dum petitions which have been clrouinted
throughout the stale covefing the propo-
sition of voling on university extension
either at the state farm or on Erounds
adjoining the present location, were [iled
this morning.

It i eatimated that there are 260000
names on the various petitions. The law
provides that 10 per cent of the vole of
the state at ithe last election is required
to make the petitions legal. Mr. Walt
has figured that under that provislon it
will take 2.92 names on the petitions.
Thore ahall alet be names on the petitions
coming from two-fiftha of the counties
of the state, which would require names
from thirty-elght counties
The iaw which governa the votlng on
ths propositions of removal or nonremoval
wan introduced by Hepressnotative Me-
Klawick of Beatrice, a strong antl-re-
movalisl, and reads
Bactlon 1. There In hereby created an
additional fund for the University of Ne-
braska, the ssme (0 be known #&s the
special university bullding fund, the aamao
to conmlst of the procesds of & tax of
three-quartera of 1 mill on the dollar val-
wation of the grand assessment rolls of
the state, which tax shall be levied in the
year 193 and annually thereafter for six
yoars, 10 apd Incjuding the vear 1815
Bection I Neo portlon of the proceads
arising from the levy of the tax herein
provided for stiall be expended by or under
the direction of the Hoard of Regents of
the state of Nebraska, until the electors
of snidt atate have an opportunity under
the Initiative to exoress thelr cholos as to
the future site of the college of sald unl-
versity. At the general eleotion to be held
In 1914 the question of the site upon which
the college of the university, other than
the college of medicine ,shall be submitted
to the electors on a separate ballot In
form anbstantinlly as follown:
